Apartment  residents  call 
for  action  on  complaints 


Residents  of  Sparks  II  apartments 
located  at  999  E.  450  N.  demanded 
cooperation  from  their  landlord  on  five 
grievances,  in  a 142  signature  petition 
presented  to  BYU  Residential  Housing 
yesterday. 

The  grievances,  to  which  Lavore 
Sparks,  the  apartments’  owner, 
responded,  regard  air  conditioning,  return 
of  student  deposits  on  check-out  day,  late 
charges,  student  attendance  at  checkout, 
and  damage  charges. 

Chuck  Whiting,  one  of  the  residents 
who  signed  the  petition  said  that  the 
apartments  have  been  without  air 
conditioning  and  that  only  12  of  the  37 
units  have  facilities  for  it.  A couple  of 
students  slept  outside  one  night  this  week 
because  of  the  heat,  according  to  Whiting. 

THE  RESIDENTS  are  supposed  to 
leave  a stamped,  self-addressed  envelope 
for  their  deposits  to  be  sent  to  them  this 
summer,  according  to  Rick  Brady, 
another  resident.  He  and  Whiting 
disagreed  with  the  check-out  procedure 
because  they  felt  it  did  not  give  the 
resident  the  opportunity  to  explain  which 
of  the  damage  he  had  done,  and  which 
was  a deficiency  in  the  apartment’s 
construction. 

One  of  the  main  complaints  about 
charges  for  damage  was  that  students 
should  not  be  charged  for  such 
deficiencies  in  the  apartments’ 
construction. 

Brady  said  that  the  furniture  was  in 
deplorable  condition  and  “it’s  just  not 
normal  wear.”  He  said  that  Sparks  told 
them  the  furniture  would  be  replaced 
March  1 and  it  had  not  been  done. 

“We’ve  had  a lot  of  trouble  all  year,” 
commented  Whiting.  There  have  been 
complaints  about  everything  from  boilers 
blowing  up,  pipes  freezing  and  carpets

shrinking,  to  drawers  and  cabinets  that 
fail  to  work  and  no  rain  gutters,  that 
caused  an  ice  hazzard  during  the  winter.” 

HE  WENT  on  to  day  that  Sparks  had 
promised  asbestos  shields  for  the  heaters, 
that  were  too  close  to  the  paneling,  but 
had  not  supplied  them.  And  that  the  dark 
stairways  without  light  bulbs  have  been 
dangerous. 

Sparks  said  that  the  air  conditioning 
had  not  been  turned  on  because 
Mountain  Fuel  had  not  been  to  the 
complex  to  make  the  change.  And  that 
the  heating  and  cooling  facilities  are.  all 
the  same  unit. 

Coils  for  air  conditioning  have  been 
installed  in  all  the  apartments  but  only  12 
cooling  towers  have  been  put  in,  and 
there  is  some  more  plumbing  to  be  done 
before  the  system  is  entirely  ready. 

HE  SAID  that  the  change  from  heating 
to  cooling  had  been  ordered  a week  ago. 
“But  you  just  don’t  call  a tradesman 
tonight  and  tell  him  you  want  him  there 
tomorrow,”  he  said.  And  he  commented 
that  the  increased  building  activity  in 
Provo  had  made  the  availability  of 
craftsmen  scarce. 

“We  can’t  inspect  all  of  them  at  the 
same  time,”  he  said,  of  his  policy  of 
inspecting  the  rooms  after  the  students 
have  gone.  This  policy  stems  from 
incidents  of  students  being  present,  with 
their  belongings  packed  and  ready  to  go, 
and  then  moving  back  in  after  the 
inspection,  according  to  Sparks. 

He  commented  that  the  construction  of 
the  building  had  gone  $105,000  over  the 
estimate  and  that  they  were  not  trying  to 
build  a cheap  complex.  He  cited  the 
condition  of  the  peeling  doors  as  an 
example.  And  he  said  that  instead  of  the 
exterior  doors  he  had  ordered,  he 
received  interior  doors  which  cannot 
withstand  the  weather. 

“I’ve  encountered  problems  where  I 
was  just  as  unhappy  as  they  were.  But  I 
didn’t  get  any  petitions  signed,  I just 
waited  until  it  was  over  and  went 
somewhere  else,”  he  said. 

HE  FELT  that  students  who  do  not 
like  his  services  could  go  elsewhere.  “I’m 
not  sure  it’s  their  part  to  care,”  he  said  of 
the  student  complaints. 

BYU  Residential  Housing  is  to  arrange 
a meeting  between  Sparks  and  the 
residents  to  discuss  and  work  out  the 
differences,  according  to  Harold  J.  Redd, 
coordinator  at  Residential  Housing. 

Although  “I’m  not  sure  I can 
accomplish  much,  I’ll  talk  to  him,”’  said 
Max  Short,  assistant  coordinator  of 
Residential  Housing.  He  went  on  to  say 
that  he  would  do  his  best  “to  see  justice 
is  done  in  these  matters.” 

THE  MANAGER  of  Sparks  II  said  that 
they  received  a call  yesterday  from 
someone  claiming  to  be  a representative 
of  the  housing  office,  who  said  they  were 
sending  four  investigators  to  look  into  the 
apartments’  condition.  When  the  manager 
checked  with  Residential  Housing  they 
found  no  one  from  the  office  had  called.

Keep  it  clean-Billings  rotary 


An  automobile  engine  which 
actually  cleans  the  air  as  it  goes 
has  been  invented  by  a BYU 
student. 

“The  air  that  comes  out  of  the 
engine  is  cleaner  than  the  air  that 
goes  in,”  said  Roger  E.  Billings  of 
his  new  hydrogen  engine. 

The  24-year -old  scientist,  who 
will  graduate  from  BYU  next 
week,  will  demonstrate  the  engine 
on  Friday  (May  19)  from  9 a.m. 
to  noon  in  the  parking  lot 
between  the  Library  and  the 
Wilkinson  Center. 

He  will  use  a new  RX-2  Mazda 
with  a rotary  engine  which  has 
been  equipped  with  a carbueretor 
he  invented  to  adapt  the  engine  to 
burning  hydrogen  instead  of 
gasoline.  He  said  the  system  can 
be  converted  easily  to  almost  all 


cars  on  the  road  today. 

“The  major  cause  of  air 
pollution  is  gasoline,”  Mr.  Billings 
said.  “This  can  be  eliminated  by 
using  hydrogen,  and  we  will 
demonstrate  that  our  engine 
actually  cleans  the  air.” 

The  only  product  of  combusion 
when  hydrogen  burns  is  pure 
water  vapor  and  nitrogen  oxide 
compounds.  The  hydrogen  can  be 
produced  at  a cost  competitive 
with  the  cost  of  gasoline,  he 
asserted.  Hydrogen  can  be 
produced  from  the  off-peak 
power  of  an  atomic  reactor  for  1 0 
cents  per  1000  cubic  feet. 

Objections  to  the  hydrogen  fuel 
have  been  the  safety  in  carrying  it 
as  a fuel.  However,  Mr.  Billings 
says  it  is  not  necessary  to  carry  a 
tank  under  pressure  at  low 


engine  does 

temperature. 

The  BYU  car  will  compete  with 
cars  from  universities  across  the 
nation  in  the  Urban  Vehicle 
Design  Competition  in  August  to 
determine  the  most  pollution  free 
and  most  ideal  all-around  urban 
vehicle. 

Based  on  his  research  so  far,  Mr. 
Billings  concludes  that 
hydrogen-fuelled  engines  offer 
three  important  features  (1)  no 
pollution  emissions;  (2)  excellent 
performance  (3)  no  carbon 
buildup,  resulting  in  longer  engine 
life.  He  also  added  that  the 
hydrogen  engines  should  be  a 
significant  step  in  conserving 
man’s  dwindling  supply  of  fossil 
fuels. 

Mr.  Billings  has  been  employed 
by  William  Lear,  noted  inventor 
and  industrialist.

Oaks  launches  new  fundraising  project 


A new  consolidated  fundraising 
program  for  BYU  employees 
designed  to  eliminate  competing 
university  money  raising  projects 
has  been  launched,  according  to 
President  Dallin  Oaks. 

Entitled  “Together  for 
Greatness,”  the  fundraising 
program  will  call  on  school 
faculty,  administrators  and  staff 
“to  join  together  for  greatness,  to 
make  a financial  commitment  that 
will  help  BYU  to  put  the  emphasis 
on  excellence  by  improving  the 
quality  and  broadening  the  impact 
of  a variety  of  its  programs,”  Said 
President  Oaks. 

ACCORDING  to  the  BYU 


Development  Office,  under  the 
new  program  employees  may 
restrict  their  gift  to  whatever 
program  they  wish,  “but  we’re 
hopeful  that  most  of  them  will 
not  restrict  their  contribution, 
thereby  making  it  automatically 
available  for  building  the  library 
addition.” 

“We  believe  ‘charity  begins  at 
home,’  ” added  Oaks.  “We 
cannot,  in  good  conscience, 
continue  to  ask  our  alumni  and 
other  -outside  friends  to 
contribute  to  the  university  unless 
we  can  show  that  the  members  of 
our  university  community  are 
doing  their  part.

of  a Survey  of  Student  Reactions 
to  Courses  and  Teaching,  and  has 
gathered  data  relative  to  the 
accuracy  and  effectiveness  of  the 
survey.  Narrative  and 
computer-tabulated  responses 
have  been  requested  from  some 
administrators,  all  deans,  all 
department  chairmen,  100  faculty 
members  and  279  students.  When 
analyzed,  the  committee  hopes  to 
use  the  data  to  make  the  student 
survey  a significant  instrument. 
Plans  are  now  under  way  to  make 
the  revised  student  survey  a much 
broader  program  of  teacher 
development  and  improvement. 
Above  all,  according  to  committee 
member  Neal  Lambert,  “the 
committee  wants  to  fulfill  the 
charge  given  it,  not  just  for 
evaluating  teachers,  but  for 
‘encouraging,  fostering  and 
promoting  teaching  excellence.’  ” 
During  the  past  school  year  the 
committee  distributed  to  the 
faculty  copies  of  Reed  Bradford’s 
A Teacher’s  Quest,  co-sponsored 
seminars  with  the  Instructional 
Development  Committee  and 
continued  the  class  for  the 
improvement  of  teaching  (Grad. 
Ed.  642).  To  this  date,  185 
teachers  have  taken  the  class, 
many  of  them  new  faculty 
members.  “But,”  says  Lambert, 
“many  of  them  are  the  best  older 
teachers.” 


BYU  have  shown  everyone  their 
willingness  to  give  to  the  Library, 
our  number  one  fundraising 
priority.  Now  it  is  desirable  to 
have  a formal  ongoing  program  of 
giving  for  our  employees.” 

By  the  end  of  this  month,  it  was 
reported,  each  employee  will  have 
been  invited  to  contribute  by 
workers  appointed  by  BYU  deans 
and  directors.  Employees  who 
want  to  participate  will  fill  in  a 
pledge  card  authorizing  monthly 
payroll  deductions  in  an  amount 
designated  by  the  employees. 

A SUGGESTED  donation  scale 
outlined  on  the  pledge  card  ranges 
from  $1  to  $2  for  annual  incomes 
up  to  $5,000,  to  $25  to  $30  for 
employees  with  annual  incomes 
$20,000  and  over. 

The  consolidation  move  was 
made  this  year  after  officials 
conducted  two  employee 
fundraising  campaigns  at  one  time 
earlier  this  semester-one  for 
“Athletic  Greatness”  and  the 
other  for  construction  of  the 
library  addition. 


“We  are  confident  this  program 
will  not  only  make  a meaningful 
contribution  to  expanded 
excellence  at  BYU,”  said  Oaks, 
“but  will  demonstrate  to  the 
community-at-large  that  we  are 
making  a maximum  effort  to  help 
ourselves.” 

ACCORDING  to  the  committee 
appointed  by  Oaks  to  design  the 
consolidated  fundraising  program, 
advantages  of  the  “Together  for 
Greatness”  campaign  include  a 
reduction  of  “inter-department 


competition  for  the  philanthropic 

dollar”  and  put  emphasis  “on 
fundraising  through  the 
established  university  organization 
(colleges,  departments,  services).” 

Moreover,  the  program  “will 
free  Church  Educational 
Development  personnel  for 
expanded  operations  in  behalf  of 
large  individual  gifts,”  and  “will 
generate  substantial  amounts  of 
cash  for  use  by  the  administration 
in  fostering  campus  projects,”  the 
committee  reported. 

The  new  program  was  reviewed 
and  approved  by  BYU  deans  and 
directors,  the  Administrative 
Advisory  Council,  and  the  Faculty 
Advisory  Council  earlier  this 
month.

Of  all  the  ways  which  students 
earn  money  to  get  through  college 
including  summer  jobs,  or  part 
time  jobs,  and  a variety  of  other 
means,  Social  Security  checks 
keep  some  in  books,  rooms  and 
bread. 

Over  500,000  students  in  the 
schools  today  between  the  age  of 
18  and  22  have  been  able  to 
continue  their  education  with  a 
monthly  Social  Security  check  as 
the  foundation.

Social  Security  Manager  Don 
Donaldson  suggests  that  in  order 
for  the  Social  Security  checks  to 
continue  for  this  summer  and  for 
next  fall,  that  all  students  who 
receive  Social  Security  checks 
must  complete  and  sign  a single 
form  to  assure  such. 

The  form  called  Form 
SSA-1 388  should  be  completed 
and  returned  to  the  Social 
Security  office  which  mailed  it  to 
the  student.  The  “Report  of 
Student  Beneficiary  at  End  of 
School  Year”  is  easily  completed 
with  many  questions  receiving  yes 
or  no  answers. 

It  also  asks  for  the  date  that 
school  begins  and  ends,  and  asks 
whether  the  student  intends  to 
transfer  to  another  school. 

“If  you  fail  to  receive  the  form,- 
ask  us  for  one.  Then  fill  it  out  and 
send  it  back  to  us,”  said 
Donaldson. 

Social  Security  was  originally 
established  during  the  depression 
which  struck  America  during  the 
1930’s.  It  was  a part  of  the  wide 
sweeping  programs  which  the  New 
Deal  began  under  Franklin  D. 
Roosevelt  during  his  presidency.

Registering  is  like  a needle’s  eye

Summer  is  coming,  and  with  it 
the  responsibilities  and 
irresponsibilities  involved  in  the 
vacation  time.  One  of  the 
responsibilities  involved  in  this 
summer  will  be  to  register  to  vote 
in  a home  state,  or  here  at  school. 

Fred  Feller,  ASBYU  Executive 
Assistant,  in  conjunction  with  the 
Young  Democrats  and 
Republicans,  has  compiled  the 
requirements  for  registration  in 
both  Utah,  and  most  of  the  states 
of  the  Union. 

To  register  in  a home  state  a 
visit  to  the  county  clerk,  or 
registration  by  mail  will 
accomplish  the  necessary 
requirements. 

To  register  in  person,  call  the 
county  clerk’s  office  for 
information  on  when  and  where 
to  register.  There  is  usually  a 
deadline  for  registering  in  most 
states  when  books  are  closed  to 
registration  prior  to  the  election. 

It  ranges  from  one  month  in 
Maryland,  to  two  months  in 
California  to  two  days  in  Idaho. 

Registration  by  mail  requires 
more  time,  and  should  be  done  as 
early  as  possible  to  insure 
accessibility  to  absentee  voting.  A 
request  for  an  application  form  to 
register  by  mail  may  be  sent  to 
the  Registrar  of  Voters  for  the 
county  seat  in  the  state  in  which 
you  dwell,  as  a regular  resident,  or 
the  place  in  which  your  home  is 
located.  Request  should  be  made 
soon  to  assure  eligibility  for  the 
primaries,  and  the  request  must  be 
returned  to  the  registrar  before 
the  closing  date  for  the  state 
elections. 

IF  YOU  are  going  home  for  the 
summer  but  will  be  out  of  state 
for  the  actual  election  an  absentee 
ballot  is  available  in  most  states. 

The  application  for  the  absentee 
ballot  must  be  received  by  the 
registrar  or  county  clerk  seven 
days  prior  to  the  election,  and 
then  must  be  returned  to  you, 
then  sent  back  and  received  by 
them  prior  to  election  day.  Such 
policies  therefore  require  advance 
planning  and  preparation. 

Once  again,  such  requests  go 
through  the  Registrar  of  Voters 
for  your  county  seat  and  state. 

In  the  staty  of  Utah  the 
requirements  are  much  the  same 
as  in  other  states,  and  can  be 
considered  somewhat 
representative  of  what 
requirements  must  be  met  in 
other  home  states. 

The  registration  . qualifications 


for  the  state  of  Utah  are  outlined 
in  Article  IV  of  the  Utah 
Constitution  and  require 
adherance  to  the  following. 

1-  Be  a citizen  of  the  United 
States  either  by  being  born  a U.S. 
citizen  or  by  the  naturalization 
process. 

2-  Be  at  least  18  years  old  on 
election  day. 

3-  Reside  continuously  in  the 
State  of  Utah  for  six  months  prior 
to  the  election. 

4 - Reside  continuously  in  the 
county  for  sixty  days  prior  to  the 
election. 

5 - Reside  in  your  election  district. 


THE  FOLLOWING  guidelines 
have  been  established  and  are 
outlined  in  Utah’s  General 
Election  Laws: 

1 —The  place  of  residency  is 
determined  by  the  consideration 
that  when  a person  is  absent  from 
that  place,  he  must  intend  to 
return  there  on  a permanent  basis. 

2-  A person  may  maintain  his 
residency  in  the  state  in  spite  of 
absence  for  military  requirements, 
being  a student  at  any  institution, 
while  in  debt  to  any  “almshouse  ’ 
or  other  asylum  at  public  expense, 
or  confinement  in  a prison  or 
residing  on  any  military  or  Indian 
reservation. 

3- Members  of  the  armed  forces 
are  not  considered  residents 
because  they  are  based  in  the  state 
at  election  time. 

4 — A person  has  not  lost  his 
residency  if  he  leaves  the  state  or 
country  for  a period  of  time  with 
the  intention  of  returning,  unless 
he  exercises  “the  right  of  the 
elective  franchise”  in  the  state  or 
precinct  in  which  the  person  goes. 

5 - County  residency  requirements 
insist  that  a person  moves  there 
with  the  intention  of  remaining 
permanently. 

6- State  residency  is  lost  if  one 
moves  to  another  state  with  the 
intention  of  remaining  there 
permanently 


7— If  a person  goes  to  another 
state  with  the  intention  of  staying 
for  a period  of  time  on  a 
permanent  basis,  he  loses  the  right 
to  vote  in  Utah  whether  or  not  he 
intends  to  return  to  the  state. 

8 —There  can  only  be  one 
residence,  and  that  cannot  be  lost 
until  another  is  gained,  based 
upon  the  act  of  removal  joined 
with  the  intent  to  remain  in 
another  place. 

9- The  place  of  the  residency  of  a 
person’s  family  is  regarded  as  his 
place  of  residence,  unless  he 
removes  to  another  place  with  the 
intention  of  staying,  then  the 
second  place  is  his  legal  residence. 

10- The  term  of  residence  is 
determined  by  the  beginning  date 
of  the  person’s  residence,  and  goes 
until  the  day  before  the  election. 

REGISTRATION  can  be  done 
by  two  methods  if  a person  meets 
these  requirements,  that  is,  by 


registering  with  the  county  clerk’s 
office,  or  with  the  precinct  agents 
in  the  individual  voting  district. 

The  county  clerk’s  offices  are 
open  week  days,  and  will  accept 
voting  registration  up  till  ten  days 
prior  to  the  election.  The 
individual  districts  are  open  on 
announced  days  the  month  before 
the  election. 

At  the  time  of  registration  a 
voter  should  be  prepared  to  prove 
his  residency  with  such 
documents  as  a Utah  drivers 


license,  auto  registration,  state 

and  federal  tax  returns,  contract 
to  purchase  a home,  property  tax 
notices,  Utah  employment  record, 
credit  cards,  or  any  other  proof  of 
residence. 

The  voting  franchise  is  certainly 
a most  valuable  asset  and  right  but 
it  requires  definite  steps  to  secure, 
and  maintain.  Plan  now  to  find 
out  all  of  the  requirements,  and 
meet  them  so  that  in  November 
your  vote  can  be  cast,  and 
counted.

Fact  or  fiction,  ‘Provo’  happened 


84601. 

It  has  had  other  names  — so 
many,  in  fact,  that  the  actual 
story  behind  the  christening  of 
Provo  is  a mystery. 

One  story  has  it  that  the  name 
came  from  an  Indian  chief  called 
Provot.  A minor  problem 
connected  with  this  theory  is  that 
Provot  showed  up  after  Provo  was 
named.  So  Provot  was  named 
after  Provo? 

There  is  an  alternative. 

Some  sources  claim  Provo  was 
named  after  Provo  River,  which 
was  named  for  a horse,  which  was 
named  after  its  original  owner  — a 
Frenchman  named  Proveau.  The 
horse’s  second  owner,  a Col.  John 
C.  Freemont,  loved  the  animal  so 
much  that  when  it  died  he  had  it 
buried  in  the  vicinity,  naming  the 


river  near  where  he  was  buried 
“Proveau”  in  its  honor. 

Sound  like  a lot  of  horse? 

The  third  story,  one  that  is 
perhaps  quoted  most  often,  says 
that  the  city  was  named  for  a 
French  Canadian  fur  trapper, 
Etienne  Provost.  Provost,  or 
Provot,  led  a group  of  trappers 
into  the  Utah  Valley  through  the 
south  pass  which  later  became  the 
Mormon  Trail. 

This  was  in  1823.  Provot  and 
his  men  camped  somewhere  in  the 
area  and  were  immediately  visited 
by  neighboring  Ute  Indians,  who 
appeared  friendly  and  wanted  to 
have  a parley. 


While  preparing  to  smoke  the 
peace  pipe,  legend  says,  Indian 
chief  Mauvoise  seemed  troubled. 

Mauvoise  said  the  Wah  Kau,  the 
spirits,  whispered  to  him  that  it 
was  not  wise  to  powwow  with 
iron  in  their  presence. 

When  the  trappers  were 
disarmed  by  the  Indians’  wiles, 
the  cagey  redskins  pulled  knives 
from  under  their  blankets  and 
slaughtered  17  of  Provost’s  men. 
Provost  and  four  others  managed 
to  escape  to  the  mountains. 

If  this  is  the  man  after  whom 
the  city  was  named,  Provo  might 
have  started  out  on  the  wrong 
foot.

In  review 

‘ Bangladesh  ’-Apple  polisher 

George  Harrison  isn’t  an  entertainer  and  Bangladesh  was  no 
Woodstock. 

Last  August's  gala  star-studded  Madison  Square  Garden  performance 
was.  first  and  foremost,  a concert  initiated  by  Ravi  Shankar  assisted  by 
Harrison,  for  the  people  of  Bangladesh. 

It's  unfortunate  that  the  record  package  and  price  promise  a monst 
product  because  “Bangladesh  is  a dei 
moments  and  performances, 
deliver  as  it  should. 

In  the  first  instance,  star  upon  star  does  not  make  a 
super-fan  terrific-out  asite-incoyable  performance,  for  there  is  only  so 
much  that  can  be  done  for  a song  before  it  becomes  muddled. 
Secondly,  with  minor  exceptions,  no  outstanding  collaborations  were 
made  for  the  performance.  Rather,  Harrison  does  his  stunt,  Russel  his, 
Dylan  his  and  so  forth,  albeit  with  the  very  capable  assistance  ol  lellow 
musicians.  Lastly,  parts  of  the  performance  truly  border  on 
disappointing,  where  vocals  become  unclear,  back-up  is  weak,  or  as  in 
Ringo's  case,  lyrics  are  forgotten. 

But  enough  of  the  disillusionment,  for  “Bangladesh”  does  oiler 
strong  points.  Much  of  Harrison's  performance  is  tracks  from  “All 
Things  Must  Pass,”  “Beware  of  Darkness”  being  one  of  the  most 
notable  in  part  due  to  Leon’s  vocal  interjections,  but  it's  Russel  himsell 
that  starts  the  concert  moving  with  a hammering  version  of  “Jumpin' 
Jack  Flash”  leading  into  "Youngblood,"  a lilting,  rocking  blues 
number. 

With  slight  country  flavor  and 
support  from  Harrison  on  guitar  and  Leon  on  bass,  Dylan  performs 
splendidly  on  five  of  his  standards  beginning  with  "It's  A Hat 
Gonna  Fall.”  and  ending  with  “Just  Like  A Woman" 
entertaining  harmony  by  Harrison,  Dylan  and  Russell  on  tin 
chorus.  This  is  definitely  one  of  the  highlight: 
for  the  rarity  of  anything  from  Dylan  in  tin 
unique  treatments  given  to  some  old  numbers.

Curriculum  book  published  by  prof 


A new  book  for  teachers. 
Elementary  School  Social  Studies 
for  Today’s  Children,  written  by 
Dr.  John  E.  Ord,  associate 
professor  of  elementary 
education,  came  off  the  presses  of 
Harper  and  Row,  Publishers,  this 
week. 

The  291 -page  volume  covers  the 
complete  scope  of  the  elementary 
school  social  studies  program, 
including  specific  strategies  for 
teaching  concepts,  attitudes  and 
values,  teaching  units,  relevant 
skills,  maps  and  globes,  current 
affairs,  and  citizenship. 

In  his  new  book,  Ord  takes  note 
of  the  fact  that  over  the  past 
decades  there  has  been  a ferment 


in  the  social  studies  that  has 
resulted  in  many  changes  and 
developments,  not  only  in  society 
but  in  the  entire  pattern  for 
instruction  in  schools.  He  notes 
that  individualization  of 
instruction  in  social  studies  has 
become  a reality  and  gives 
effective  means  for  its 
accomplishment. 

Central  purposes  of  the  book 
are  (1)  to  identify  major  trends 
and  approaches  to  social  studies, 

(2)  provide  the  preservice  and 
inservice  teachers  with  more 
modern  methods  of  teaching,  and 

(3)  suggest  ways  in  which  teachers 
may  help  each  boy  and  girl  grow 


to  maturity  as  a more  responsible 
citizen. 

Available  also  is  an  instructor’s 
manual  when  the  book  is  used  as  a 
college  text,  intended  to  provide  a 
suggested  course  outline.

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HOW  TO  REGISTER  TO  VOTE 


"Therefore,  choose  you  by 
that  ye  may  be  judged  according 


This  counsel  was  given  by  Mosiah  to  his  people  over  2,000 
years  ago  but  even  in  our  own  day  our  church  leaders  admonish  us 
to  be  informed  and  vote  in  choosing  our  representatives  and  presi- 
dents. The  privilege  of  voting  is  perhaps  the  greatest  privilege  our 


VOTER  REGISTRATION  IN  UTAH 

All  those  d'esiring  to  register  and  vote  in  Utah  must  meet  the  qualifica- 
tions as  established  in  Article  IV  of  the  Utah  Constitution.  The  basic  quali- 
fications are: 

1.  Be  a citizen  of  the  United  States  either  by  being  born  a U.S.  citizen  or  by 
the  naturalization  process. 

2.  Be  at  least  1 8 years  old  on  election  day. 

3.  Must  have  resided  continuously  in  the  State  of  Utah  for  six  months  prior 
to  the  election.* 

4.  Must  have  resided  continuously  in  the  county  for  sixty  days  prior  to  the 
election.* 

5.  Must  reside  in  your  election  district. 

One  real  area  of  concern  is  what  constitutes  a residence.  For  perspective 
voters,  the  following  guidelines  have  been  set  forth  in  Utah's  General  Election 
Laws: 

“For  the  purpose  of  registration  or  voting  the  place  of  residence  of  any 
person  must  be  governed  by  the  following  rules  as  far  as  they  are  applicable: 

1.  That  place  must  be  considered  and  held  to  be  the  residence  of  a person  which  his 
habitation  is  fixed,  and  to  which,  whenever  he  is  absent,  he  has  the  intention  of 
returning. 

2.  A person  must  not  be  held  to  have  gained  or  lost  a residence  solely  by  reason  of  his 
presence  or  absence  while  employed  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  or  of  this 
state,  or  while  a student  at  any  institution  of  learning,  or  while  in  debt  in  any 
almshouse  or  other  asylum  at  public  expense,  or  while  confined  in  any  public  prison, 
or  while  residing  upon  any  Indian  or  military  reservation. 

3.  No  officer,  soldier,  airman,  seaman  or  marine  in  the  army,  air  force  or  navy  of  the 
United  States  shall  be  deemed  a resident  of  this  state  in  consequence  of  being 
stationed  at  any  military,  air  or  naval  station  within  the  same. 

4.  A person  must  not  be  considered  to  have  lost  his  residence  who  leaves  his  home  to  go 
into  a foreign  country  or  into  another  state  or  precinct  in  this  state,  for  temporary 
purposes  merely  with  the  intention  of  returning;  provided  he  has  not  .exercised  the 
right  of  the  elective  franchise  in  such  state  or  precinct. 

5.  A person  must  not  be  considered  to  have  gained  a residence  in  any  county  into  which 
he  comes  for  the  temporary  purposes  without  the  intention  of  making  such  county 
his  home. 

6.  If  a person  removes  to  another  state  with  the  intention  of  making  it  his  residence,  he 
loses  his  residence  in  this  state. 

7.  If  a person  removes  to  another  state,  with  the  intention  of  remaining  there  for  an 
indefinite  time  as  a place  of  permanent  residence,  he  loses  his  residence  in  this  state, 
notwithstanding  he  entertains  an  intention  of  returning  at  some  future  period. 

8.  The  place  where  a man's  family  resides  is  presumed  to  be  his  place  of  residence,  but 
any  man  who  takes  up  or  continues  his  abode  with  the  intention  of  remaining  at  a 
place  other  than  where  his  family  resides  must  be  regarded  as  a resident  where  he  so 
abides. 

9.  A change  of  residence  can  only  be  made  by  the  act  of  removal  joined  with  the  intent 
to  remain  in  another  place.  There  can  only  be  one  residence.  A residence  cannot  be 
lost  until  another  is  gained. 

10. The  term  of  residence  must  be  computed  by  including  the  day  on  which  the  person's 
residence  commences  and  by  excluding  the  day  of  election. 

" The  recent  decision  by  the  Supreme  Court  suggesting  a maximum  of  30  days 
residency  will  not  significantly  alter  the  process  of  registration  in  most  areas 
of  the  country.  Utah,  in  particular,  as  of  this  writing  has  not  changed  or 
adjusted  any  of  the  above  mentioned  criteria  in  compliance  with  the  court's 
opinion.

system  of  government  gives  us.  In  order  that  we  as  students  at 
BYU  will  be  better  able  to  utilize  our  franchise,  the  following 
guidelines  are  given  which  will  serve  as  a check  list  in  registering 
and  then  voting  in  your  respective  communities. 


If  one  meets  these  requirements  he  may  register  by  either  of  two  dif- 
ferent methods.  One  method  is  to  register  at  the  county  clerk's  office.  This 
may  be  done  at  the  clerk's  office  during  regular  office  hours  on  any  day  except 
Saturdays,  Sundays  and  holidays,  excepting  a ten-day  period  preceding  the 
election.  Another  method  is  by  registering  with  the  agent  in  your  own  voting 
district.  This  can  be  done  on  especially  announced  days  the  month  before  the 
election.  At  the  time  of  registration,  new  voters  should  be  prepared  to  prove 
residency  with  documents  such  as  a Utah  driver's  license,  auto  registration, 
state  and  federal  tax  returns,  contract  to  purchase  a home,  property  tax 
notice,  Utah  employment  record,  credit  cards  and/or  any  other  proof  of 
residence. 

HOW  TO  REGISTER  IN  YOUR  HOME  STATE 

If  you  are  unable  to  claim  residency  in  Utah,  you  should  register  in  your 
home  county.  In  most  counties  you  may  register  in  person  or  by  mail. 

a.  To  register  in  person,  call  your  county  clerk  or  registrar  of  voters' 
office  to  find  out  where  and  when  you  may  register.  Registration  books  are 
usually  closed  for  a period  of  time  immediately  preceding  elections.  This 
deadline  ranges  from  two  months  in  California  to  one  month  in  Maryland  to 
two  days  in  Idaho. 

b.  To  register  by  mail,  you  must  request  an  application  form  and  return 
it  by  the  date  the  registration  books  close  (which  varies  from  two  months  to 
two  days).  Requests  should  be  sent  immediately  if  you  plan  to  vote  in  your 
state's  primary.  Request  should  be  sent  to  the  Registrar  of  Voters  for 
(YOUR)  County,  (COUNTY  SEAT),  (STATE). 

HOW  TO  VOTE  ABSENTEE  IN  YOUR  HOME  STATE 

If  you  will  be  out  of  your  home  state  on  an  election  day,  you  may  vote 
by  absentee  ballot. 

In  most  states  you  need  only  apply  for  the  absentee  ballot  if  you  are 
registered  to  vote  there.  Usually,  the  application  must  be  received  by  your 
registrar  or  county  clerk  seven  days  prior  to  the  election.  The  ballot  you  will 
then  be  sent  mjst  then  be  received  before  election  day.

Then  a ballot  will  be  sent  which  must  be  received  by  8 p.m.  on 
election  day.  (Postmarks  do  not  count.) 

b.  Residents  of  Santa  Clara  County,  California  should  apply  for  the 
absentee  ballot  by  writing  a letter  that  includes  the  following:  reason  for 
absence  on  election  day  (student),  home  address,  which  election  you  are 
requesting  a ballot  for,  where  you  want  the  ballot  mailed,  and  your  signature. 
For  the  June  6 primary,  this  letter  must  be  received  by  May  30  and  the  ballot 
they  will  then  send  you  must  be  received  by  5 p.m.  June  5.

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Haines  rejects  Shearer  charges 


Masters  of  Public 
Administration  Club  president 
Albert  E.  Haines  has  rejected  the 
charges  made  by  State  Republican 
Chairman  Kent  Shearer,  that 
Governor  Calvin  Rampton  was 
presented  the  Outstanding 
Administrator  of  the  Year”  award 
in  return  for  government  jobs. 

Rampton  was  presented  the 
award  based  upon  his  “service  in 
the  public  sector  as  an 
administrator  of  effective 
government  ...  as  an  outstanding 
public  administrator.” 

Kent  Shearer  charged  Monday 
that  the  award  “led  the  reader  to 
believe  BYU  itself  was  presenting 
it,  instead  of  a club  of  students.” 
He  further  stated  that  “What 
could  be  better  than  to  honor  an 
administrator  who  is  bent  upon 
expanding  Utah’s  public 
employees.” 


The  Democratic  governer  has 
been  at  odds  with  the  Republican 
Congress  over  the  issue  of 
increased  public  service 
employment. 

Haines  further  stated  that 
members  of  the  association 
represent  both  sides  of  the 
political  fence  including  that 
two-thirds  of  the  membership  are 
“members  of  a different  political 
party  than  the  Governor.” 

Haines  stated  that  the  charges 
were  false.  “The  students  pursuing 
a Master’s  degree  in  Public 
Administration  . . . are  intent  on 
developing  skills  that  will  help 
them  to  become  effective  servants 
of  the  people,  not  in  dabbling  in 
trivia  and  rhetoric  that  is  both 
unfounded  as  well  as  personally 
damaging. 

Rampton,  during  his  acceptance 
speech  suggested  that  “We  have 


something  to  fear  from  too  great  a 
degree  of  centralized  government 
today.”  He  also  expressed  concern 
for  the  “vacuum  which  is 
developing  in  state  government.” 

He  said  that  state  government 
has  a growing  need  for  “men  and 
women  of  undoubted  integrity, 
and  great  ability,  who  are  “trained 
in  government  centralization.” 

Haines  said  that  the  Association 
was  sincere  “in  its  desire  to” 
contribute  to  the  welfare  of  the 
people,  to  the  progress  of  this 
nation,  and  to  the  improvement 
of  government  and  social 
conditions. 

“Such  ideals  most  certainly 
transcend  partisan  politics  and  is, 
obviously,  no  manifestation  of 
some  who  insist  upon  “grabbing 
at  straws”  in  a futile  effort  of 
generating  a partisan  issue,  Haines 
said.  •

Oaks  defines 

Religion  credit  changes 


President  Dallin  H.  Oaks 
yesterday  clarified  recent  changes 
in  Religion  credit  requirements  as 
they  relate  to  transfer  students. 

The  new  program,  which 
eliminates  credit  for  attendance  at 
Devotional  assemblies,  outlines  a 
schedule  of  14  semester  hours  of 
religious  instruction  for  each 
full-time  student  who  spends  his 
entire  four  years  at  BYU.  Transfer 
students,  however,  are  required  to 
enroll  in  a religion  class  for  each 
semester  in  residence  but  need  not 
accumulate  14  hours. 

Under  the  revised  program 
freshmen,  sophomores  and  juniors 
must  attend  a two  credit  hour 


Because  of  a lack  of  demand  for 
these  degress  in  the  employment 
market,  courses  of  study  leading 
to  a masters  degree  in  the  College 
of  Religious  Instruction  will  also 
be  discouraged,  according  to 
Oaks. 

Students  who  have  already 
begun  their  studies  toward  a 
degree  in  Religion  should  confer 
with  their  advisors  to  determine 
the  most  appropriate  course  of 
action  consistent  with  their  own 
best  interests,  Oaks  added.

SILVER  SPRING,  Md.  (UPI)  - 
George  C.  Wallace  was  cheered  by 
newspaper  accounts  yesterday  of 
his  twin  primary  victories,  but  a 
neurosurgeon  who  examined  the 
Alabama  governor  gave  him  a 
“less  than  50-50”  chance  of  ever 
walking  again. 

As  Wallace  lay  half-paralyzed  in 
the  intensive  care  unit  of  Holy 
Cross  Hospital,  Dr.  James  Garber 
Galbraith  of  Birmingham,  Ala., 
said  the  governor  would  undergo  a 
second  operation  in  the  next  week 
or  10  days  for  removal  of  a 
.38 -caliber  bullet  lodged  in  his 
spinal  column. 

Barring  unforeseen 


complications,  the  surgeon  told 
reporters,  Wallace  could  expect  to 
recover  from  his  four  gunshot 
wounds  within  six  weeks,  “but 
whether  he  will  be  able  to  walk 
again  is  open  to  question.” 

The  governor,  he  said,  is 
conscious,  lucid  and  aware  of  his 
condition.  “He  simply  said  he  was 
going  to  fight  it,  and  he  would 
make  it,”  said  Galbraith. 

As  other  doctors  and  governor’s 
aides  had  stated  earlier,  Galbraith 
said  it  was  too  early  to  determine 
whether  the  bullet  remaining  in 
Wallace’s  body  had  actually 
severed  his  spinal  cord,  although 
that  was  a possibility. 


The  Washington  Post  quoted  “a 
reliable  medical  source”  at  the 
hospital  as  saying  that  the  bullet 
severed  the  spinal  cord  and  that 
Wallace’s  chances  of  walking  again 
were  “zero.” 

Galbraith,  who  flew  here  from 
the  University  of  Alabama 
Medical  Center  in  Birmingham, 
said  he  had  “reservations” 
whether  Wallace  would  ever  regain 
full  use  of  his  legs.  Asked  directly 
about  the  odds,  the  surgeon 
replied:  “Less  than  50-50.” 

The  guard  was  reinforced 
yesterday  at  Baltimore  County 
Jail.

LDS  helping  hand  expands  in  scope

He  set  his  jaw,  determined  not 
to  cry,  but  his  face  quivered.  His 
brother,  not  quite  as  proud, 
unable  to  hold  back  the  tears, 
pleaded:  “Is  there  any  way  that  . 
we  can  be  together?”  And  a 
younger  one  asked,  “Do  we  have 
to  leave  our  friends?” 

The  kids  came  from  a family 
whose  mom  was  an  alcoholic  and 
whose  dad  had  died.  They  had 
been  put  in  the  custody  of  a 
relative  who  now  could  no  longer 
take  care  of  them. 

But  the  story  has  a happy 
ending,  thanks  to  the  recently 
organized  social  services 
committee  of  a Utah  stake.  Stake 
leaders,  working  with  the  boys’ 
bishop  and  a worker  from  the 
State  Welfare  Department,  placed 
them  in  good  LDS  homes  in  their 
own  neighborhood. 

Now  they’re  happy,  and  the 
families  in  whose  homes  they 
were  placed  consider  the 
experience  one  of  the  greatest 
blessings  of  their  lives. 

Recently,  too,  a family  in  one 
stake  was  having  serious  financial 
problems,  so  members  of  the 
stalce  committee  gave  legal 
assistance  and  helped  the  family 
work  out  its  personal  problems. 
Others  helped  the  father  develop  a 
good  plan  for  paying  off  his  debts 
after  his  creditors  threatened  to 
put  him  in  jail.  Then  they  helped 
him  find  a job. 

THESE  ARE  two  examples  of 
what’s  happening  in  social  service 
programs  being  set  up  on  a stake 
level  throughout  the  Church  by 
directive  from  the  General 
Authorities. 

The  Sharon  East  Stake  has  such 
a program.  Elwood  Peterson, 
counselor  in  the  stake  presidecy, 
heads  up  a committee  of  three 
high  councilmen  called  by  the 
stake  president,  Ernest  L.  Olson. 
One  is  in  charge  of  adoptions  and 
aid  for  unwed  mothers,  the 
second  directs  youth  guidance  and 
drug  abuse  prevention  and 
rehabilitation,  and  the  third 
directs  the  Lamanite  and  the 
Indian  Student  Placement 
Program. 

The  Lamanite  and  other  culture 
programs  help  anyone  in  a 
minority  group  to  integrate  into  a 
new  ward  or  neighborhood. 

Ten  others  in  the  stake  who 
have  special  talent  or  training 
were  called  to  offer  assistance  to 
people  who  have  social  or 
emotional  problems. 

Peterson  says  these  “resource 
people  stand  by,  so  that  any 
Bishop  who  has  a problem  can  call 
me  and  within  twenty  minutes 
we’ll  have  somebody  available  to 
help.” 

THE  GOAL  of  Sharon  East 
Stake  is  to  solve  as  many 
problems  as  possible  on  a local 
level  without  going  to  the  Church 
Social  Services  Department.  They 
also  want  to  teach  bishops  to 
become  as  knowledgeable  to,  with 


the  aid  of  home  teachers, 
determine  challenges  arising  and 
solve  them  before  they  become 
problems. 

Richard  Brown,  supervisor  of 
the  Orem  area  of  the  Church 
Social  Services  Dept.,  including 
most  of  Utah  south  of  Salt  Lake 
Valley  except  Cedar  City  and  St. 
George,  agrees  that  the 
Department  as  a whole, 
throughout  the  Church,  is  moving 
“toward  getting  the  local 
ecclesiastical  leaders  involved” 
and  teaching  wards  and  stakes  to 
be  “self-contained  units  when  it 
comes  to  social  services.” 

According  to  Brown,  the 
Sharon  East  Stake  is  a good 
example  of  what  can  happen  in  all 
the  stakes. 

Brown  explained  that  the 
overall  purpose  of  the  Social 
Services  Department  is  to  provide 
“the  Saints  who  are  experiencing 
emotional  and  social  kinds  ot 
problems  with  the  help  they 
need.” 

HOWEVER,  he  said  that 
although  they  want  to  get  the 
program  working  on  a stake  level, 
there  are  several  areas  of  concern 
where  the  Church’s  centralized 
offices  still  provide  help  because 
of  licensing  requirements,  as  with 
adoptions  and  foster  care  and 
because  the  Church  realizes  that 
some  on  the  local  level  “don’t 
have  the  resources”  to  tackle  all 
problems. 

For  example,  he  said  sometimes 
a “bishop  will  call  us  and  panic” 
because  he  hasn't  had  experience 
with  a problem.  Then  Brown’s 
office  will  aid  the  bishop  in 
providing  appropriate  help. 

In  addition,  he  stressed  that 
priesthood  correlation  is  adhered 
to.  “As  social  workers  and 
counselors  in  the  Social  Services 
Department,  we  move  at  the 
direction  and  approval  of  the 
bishops  and  stake  presidents.  We 
don’t  go  in  and  say  this  is  what  we 
want  you  to  do.  . . We  are  merely 
servants  to  these  people.” 

Brown’s  staff  is  responsible  for 
five  major  areas  of  concern, 
including  youth  guidance,  Indian 
Student  placement,  unwed 
mothers  and  adoptions,  alcohol 
and  drug  abuse,  and  rehabilitation 
of  prisoners  at  Utah  State  Prison. 

IN  YOUTH  guidance,  the  Orem 
office  consults  with  bishops  upon 
their  request,  evaluates  progress  of 
persons  being  aided,  performs 
“short  term  treatment”  and 
orients  church  leaders  in  such 


ways  as  teaching  them  how  to  be 
warm,  receptive  interviewers. 

In  addition  to  arranging 
adoptions  by  good  LDS  families, 
the  office  provides  assistance  to 
unwed  parents.  Brown  said  that  a 
girl  can  be  placed  in  a good  LDS 
foster  home.  “During  that  time 
she  is  helped  to  make  plans  for 
herself  and  the  baby”  such  as 
repentance  and  a decision  about 
keeping  or  adopting  the  child.  In 
the  meantime,  she  will  do  light 
house  work  and  baby  sitting  for 
her  room  and  board. 

THE  CHURCH  works  to  assist, 
not  to  compete  with  existing 
agencies  which  combat  the  drug 
and  alcohol  problem.  Brown 


considers  the  drug  problem 
“challenging”  but  feels  “our 
number  one  drug  problem  is  still 
alcohol.” 

According  to  Brown,  many 
stakes  are  forming  groups  to  deal 
with  drug  abuse  and  its 
accompanying  challenges. 

Sharon  East  Stake  has  a group 


led  by  the  youth  themselves,  who 
report  to  the  stake  president. 
According  to  Peterson,  they  “find 
youth  who  are  not  being  touched 
in  other  ways  by  the  Church  and 
make  friends  with  them.”  They 
look  for  “anybody  who  is 
alienated  from  the  Church  or  their 
parents.” 

Finally,  Brown’s  workers  aid 
prisoners  of  Utah  State  Prison  by 
acting  as  a liaison  “between  the 
inmate  and  his  bishop.”  Brown 
said  prisoners  can  “earn  the  right 
to  have  home  teachers  come  and 
have  home  evening.”

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Eldred  Center:  A new  approach  for  the  old

On  a warm  day  in  1951  Mr. 
'illiam  McCord  was  strolling 
nrough  Provo’s  Pioneer  Park 
then  he  noticed  a group  of 
derly  men  sitting  on  the  grass 
laying  cards.  Disturbed  by  their 
iconvenient  locale,  McCord  set 
lut  to  organize  Provo’s  “golden 
ears”  citizens  into  an  active 
ocial  unit. 

In  a few  short  months  the  aging 
oonobbers  were  capering  to  the 
lines  of  Dan  Allen’s  fiddle  in  the 
asement  of  the  public  library. 
More  than  twenty  years  later 
,000  Provo  senior  citizens  are 
ctively  involved  in  a program 
Ivhich  their  director  claims  is  “five 
ir  six  years  ahead  of  any  of  its 
und  in  the  nation.” 

The  Eldred  Center,  in  Provo’s 
North  Park,  houses  the  cultural, 
social  and  administrative  center  of 
this  progressive  program  to  deal 
ivith  the  5,500  senior  citizens 
comprising  nearly  ten  per  cent  of 
the  city’s  population. 
i “There’s  not  so  much  of  a 
itigma  about  being  a senior  citizen 
my  more,  but  it’s  been  a hard  pull 
ip,”  says  Mrs.  Lois  Larsen,  Eldred 
Center  director.  A veteran  of  the 
Center,  Mrs.  Larsen  works  toward 
aelping  those  over  age  55 
‘function  in  a college  capacity, 
dost  programs  look  at  the  senior 
citizen  on  a high  school  level,  but 
don’t  see  it  that  way.  You  can’t 
nit  them  down  to  cards  and  bingo 
kll  day,”  she  explains. 

Cards  and  bingo  do  not  figure 
ligh  on  the  schedule  which  Mrs. 
Larsen  calls  “extremely  cultural.” 
Mondays  start  early  with  morning 
classes  in  drama  and  exploration 
bf  books.  While  a bus  carries  a 
oad  of  theatre  enthusiasts  to  a 
production  on  the  Brigham  Young 
University  campus,  another  group 
bf  senior  citizens  assembles  for 
two  hours  of  conversational  and 
recreational  Spanish  lessons. 

THE  BYU  Devotional  Assembly 
begins  Tuesday’s  schedule  and  a 
weekly  dance  concludes  it.

Wednesday  is  one  of  the  most 
action-packed  days  of  the  week 
according  to  Mrs.  Larsen.  Book 
reviews,  a weekly  travelogue, 
golfing  lessons  and  a cultural 
program  highlight  the  schedule  for 
senior  citizens. 

On  Thursdays,  the  retired  set 
takes  advantage  of  the  BYU 
Forum  Assembly. 

Although  Mrs.  Larsen  draws 
heavily  on  Provo  attractions  she 
doesn’t  let  the  city  limits  bound 
the  senior  citizens’  world.  She 
recently  pulled  off  a successful 
jaunt  to  Spanish  Majorca  for  a 
planeload  of  elderly  Provoans 
making  their  armchair  travelogues 
complete.  Another  group  took  an 
unlikely  winter  ride  through 
Yellowstone  Park  on 
snowmobiles.  Warm  weather  plans 
include  a bus  junket  through 
Arizona,  Colorado,  New  Mexico 
and  Old  Mexico,  and  a ten-day 
island  hopping  tour  to  Hawaii. 

After  the  fun  is  over,  the  Eldred 
Center  settles  down  to  the 
business  of  offering  convenient 
’ access  to  vital  services  for  the 
aged.  Periodic  health  clinics-teach 
the  elderly  how  to  cope  with 
arthritis,  tuberculosis,  influenza 
and  other  typical  ailments. 
Tuberculin  testing  and  influenza 
immunization  are  offered  without 
cost  or  at  reduced  rates 
throughout  the  year.  Senior 
citizens  in  the  low  income  bracket 
are  advised  on  Social  Security  and 
Food  Stamp  programs  through 
the  center. 

ELDRED  Center  benefits  are 
limited  to  a specific  membership 
of  1 ,000  senior  citizens,  their 
dues  of  a modest  $1.50  per  fiscal 
year  make  up  only  a token 
payment  for  services.  “We’re  a 
cooperative  venture,”  says  Mrs. 
Larsen  of  her  financial  backing.  A 
.“minimal”  yearly  budget  is 
alloted  to  the  program  from  Provo 
City  funds.  The  vast  majority  of 
services  are  paid  for  by  donations, 
discounts,  rental  of  building 
facilities  and  “many  selfless 
people”  who  put  in  free  time  as 
instructors,  program  directors  and 
advisers. 

Future  businessmen 

Dr.  Asa  Knowles,  President  of 
Northeastern  University,  says  that 
industry  will  .find  that  social 
considerations  will  far  outweigh 
mechanical  concerns  in  the  1970s. 
The  businessman  of  the  future,  he 
says,  will  be  spending  less  time  on 
the  technical  operation  of  his 
enterprise  and  more  time  on  the 
social  environment  in  which  he 
must  exist. 


A valuable  plus  is  donated  by 
BYU  in  the  form  of  noncredit 
evening  classes  for  $10.  Special 
adult  education  classes  have  been 
provided  through  the  Community 
Action  Program  for  people  with 
an  annual  income  of  $2,500  or 
less. 

Free  publicity  for  all  senior 
citizen  events  is  given  on  local 
radio  stations  and  through  the 
Daily  Herald. 

WHILE  reaching  less  than  one 
fifth  of  Provo’s  senior  citizens, 
Mrs.  Larsen  doesn’t  lament  her 
membership  totals.  “Sure  we’d 
like  to  have  everyone  involved,” 
she  says,  “but  if  their  lives  are 
filled  and  they  don’t  need  us, 
that’s  great.  We’re  only  here  to  fill 
a void  in  the  lives  of  the  elderly.” 
Making  up  one  fourth  of  the 
nation’s  population  the  elderly  are 


“a  silent  voice  now,  but  won’t 
remain  that  way  for  very  long,” 
Mrs.  Larsen  believes.  “We  spend 
nearly  45  years,  of  our  lives 
without  employment,”  she 
explains.  “And  child  rearing  is . 
ending  as  early  as  age  38  for 
many.  Something  has  to  fill  that 
space.” 

The  program  for  the  aging  in 
Provo  has  done  a lot  of  crawling 
since  1951  but  is  finally 
discovering  its  “legs”  as  a social, 
educational  and  cultural 
supplement  for  the  elderly.  And 
at  least  in  one  area  success  can  be 
measured  in  numbers.  “I  can  tell 
you  of  at  least  300  marriages  that 
have  come  from  our  dance 
groups,”  smiles  Mrs.  Larsen. 

“All  the  lights  are  green  now,” 
she  says.  “We  just  don’t  have 
enough  hours  in  the  day.”

BYU’s  rugby  machine  put  the 
finishing  touches  on  their  16-2-1 
record  by  methodically 
demolishing  the  Salt  Lake  Rugby 
Club  62-0. 

Salt  Lake’s  “longest  day”  saw  a 
Cougar  attack  starring  a fifteen 
man  squad  that  turned  the  hapless 
visitors  every  way  but  loose. 
Fullback  Dale  Johan  led  all 
scorers  via  the  air  as  he  converted 
for  18  points  and  set  up  several 
scores  with  his  cagey  open  field 
running. 

Leading  the  ground  attack 
were  Norman  Soakai  and  Rick  Blaser 
who  tallied  two  scores  each.

Ray  Leach,  who  won  three 
all-American  ratings  as  a BYU 
golfer  and  is  a virtual  shoo’in  for  a 
similar  honor  this  year,  has  been 
selected  by  a panel  of  Cougar 
Coaches  and  sportswriters  as  the 
1971-72  Cougar  of  the  Year. 

Leach  dominated  the  balloting 
in  the  poll,  conducted  by  the 
Daily  Universe  sports  staff. 
Coaches  from  every  intercollegiate 
sport  at  BYU  participated  in  the 
balloting,  along  with  sportswriters 
from  the  Universe,  the  Provo 
Daily  Herald,  the  Deseret  News 
and  the  Salt  Lake  Tribune. 

RUNNER-UP  to  the  senior 
golfer  was  Cougar  all-American 
wrestler  Rondo  Fehlberg, 
followed  by  football  all-American 
and  draft  pick,  Gordon  Gravelle, 
baseballer  Mike  Staffieri  and  hoop 
ace  Bernie  Fryer. 

Others  nominated  for  Cougar  of 
the  Year,  and  figuring  in  the 
voting  were  Keith  Russell, 
swimming,  and  Anders  Arrhenius, 
track. 

Leach  has  spent  the  past  four 
years  winning  countless  golfing 
titles,  both  individually  and  as 
part  of  Coach  Karl  Tucker’s  golf 
team.  The  Novato,  California 
native  was  third  team 


all-American  in  1969  as  a 
Freshman.  As  a sophomore,  in 
1970,  Leach  was  named  to  the 
second  NCAA  all-America  team. 
Last  year  he  was  named  to  the 
first  team. 

COACH  TUCKER  described  his 
star  performer  as  both  a 
gentleman  and  a great  athlete.  “A 
coach  only  sees  one  or  two 
athletes  like  Ray  in  a lifetime,” 
Tucker  said.  “You  just  don’t 
replace  a guy  like  Ray  Leach.”
